Washington, April 9.— To-day brought 
no change in the Spanish situation and 
save for unconfirmed reports that the 
Queen Regent of Spain was about to is- 
sue a decree of armistice was the most 
uneventful since the present crisis began. 
Opinion has almost settled into the con- 
viction that hostilities must certainly 
open very soon, and Unit an armistice 
would change the situation is regarded 
now as Improbable. There is no doubt 
that the Spanish government is serious- 
ly considering the granting of a com- 
plete armistice and accepting such re- 
lief ami co-operation from the United 
States as that, government may see lit. 
t > extend. This proposition lias been, 
proceeding for the last four days anil, 
being vigorously urged by one element 
in the ministry and fiercely resisted by 
(mother element. 

Some of the Continental powers have 
cast their influence in behalf of an arm- 
istice, but an actual decision by the min- 
istry had not resulted so far as known 
lure. Officials of the state department 
at live o'clock had received no notifica- 
tion that an armistice was determined 
upon or was near at hand. The Span- 
ish minister was equally wiUiout infor- 
mation. The President ami his advisers 
proceeded to-day on the plans heretofore 
determined upon. The President's mes- 
sage will be sent to congress on Monday 
and will be accompanied by the volumin- 
ous reports of the' United States consuls 
stationed in Cuba, which have been ac- 
cumulating for many months. During 
the day the President conferred with a 
number of congressional leaders as to 
the form of the resolution to be passed 
by congress following the presentation 
of his message. It is now practically de- 
cided that, separate action on interven- 
tion and independence is wanted. A 
resolution will be passed speedily coii- 
lined to simply intervention, leaving the 
question of independence to he determin- 
ed by the subsequent action of congress. 
This is in accordance with the Presi- 
dent's expressed desire. 

The military and naval operations con- 
tinue without abatement in activity and 
the strategic experts are formulating 
plana of campaign. It seems to be the 
accepted view among these experts that 
it will not bo necessary to extend the- 
campaign beyond the island of Cuba, un- 
less Spain assumes an aggressive atti- 
tude, in which case the operations of 
the United States military and naval 
forces would be extended to the Spanish 
possessions of Porto Bioo, the Philip- 
pines; the Canaries and possibly Spain 
herself. It is the opinion, however, that 
the fighting will not extend further than 
Cuba and Cuban waters and that after 
the United States conro) Cuba hostilities 
will not bo prolonged. This view, how- 
e\er, leaves out the fact that after fight- 
ing once begins, it cannot be foretold 
how far it will go, and the government 
is preparing for an emergency. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote called at the 
slate department late in the day, and 
this led to the conjecture that the pow- 
ers of Europe were contempluing another 
move, it can bo stated postivoly, how- 
ever, that the visit of the" British am- 
bassador had no reference to the action 
of the powers nor to the Spanish situa- 
tion. The powers have taken their ac- 
tion, so far as the United Slates is coll- 
ect tied, and nothing further is anticipat- 
ed from that quarter.

Anglo Egyptian Troops Storm a 
Zureba. and Utterly Rout Mttli- 
monu's Army. 



Signal Gallantly Displayed by All 
Troops and Many Pi'omotinos 
on the Field. 

A Weird Niglit jlurch Ending in 
Glorious Clirrgo in Face of 
Terrible Fire. 



Cairo, Egypt, April 0. — The British 
ami Egyptian brigade has defeated the 
dervishes at Athara and lias captured 
Mahmoud, the dervish commander, and 
4,000 of his followers, with loss in olli- 
cers and rank and tile of many killed and 
wounded. The Egyptians lost 51 men 
killed and 14 officers and 819 men wound- 
ed. The dervishes lost about 2,000 men 
hilled. 

The Anglo-Egyptian force returned to 
Abadar last evening and the wounded 
were all placed in hospitals under tents. 
AH the troops will return to their quar- 
ters in the Nile. The force of Mahmoud 
Pasha is completely broken up, part of 
them fleeing toward Abara and the oth- 
ers in the direction of the Nile. The 
thickness of the brush rendered pursuit 
of them by the Egyptian cavalry and 
horse battery difficult. The bodies of 
2,000 dervishes, including the twelve im- 
portant emirs, were counted. Notable 
uiuong the number of Emirs who were 
slain is Wudboshara, formerly Emir of 
Dongoln. It is believed that 1,000 other 
members of Mahmoud's army were kill- 
ed. Ten guns and a quantity of ritles 
were captured. Mahmoud says his army 
consisted of 12,000 infantry and 4,000 
cavalry. 

Mahmoud's znreba, rilio pits and en- 
trenchments are literally chock full of 
dead, while the ground outside is cover- 
ed with hundreds of bodies. The most 
striking feature of the engagement was 
the picturesque storming of the zareba. 
General Hunter himself, cheering with 
helmet in hand, led the Soudanese and 
Egyptian troops to the zareba. They 
lost heavily in the rush. 

Iu recognition of their signal gallantry, 
the sirdar, General Sir Herbert Kitchen- 
er, provisionally promoted on the field at 
the close of the battle the sergeant-major 
of each native battalion which crossed 
the zareba, to a subaltern rank. 

Major-General Cataere led the British 
brigade, and accompanied by Private 
Cross of the Cameron Highlanders was 
first to reach the laireba. Private Cross 
bayoneted u big dervish who was aiming 
point blank at General Cataere. 

Piper Stewart, while leading the Cam- 
eron Highlanders, was killed, seven bul- 
lets having passed through his body. Pip- 
er Mackenzie of the Sea forth Highland- 
ers bears the marks of six bullets, hut is 
piactically unwounded. Numbers of 
officers, among them Colonel Money of 
the Cameron Highlanders, had bullets 
through their helmets. 

The last words of Capt. Urquhart of 
the Cameron Highlanders were "Never 
mind me, lads, go on." 

The Sirdar after the battle said to 
Colonel Money, referring to the slow, 
steady advance of the Cameron High- 
landers under the withering fire of the 
dervishes, "It was one of the finest fea- 
tures performed for many years. You 
.OUgUt to be proud of such a regiment." 

There was an impressive scene when 
three British ollieers and eighteen men 
were buried in front of the Zareba .w'litre 
they fell.

Athabaru Camp, Nubia, April 0.— The 
Imtish and Egyptian troops cheered 
each other until late last night over the 
capture of the dervish position. The 
river bed and the thick bush down the 
river are full of the dervish dead. Late 
Thursday night the Sirdar issued orders 
that he was sure every man of his force 
would do his duty, but he hoped they 
would nil remember God. 

The dervish fire was very heavy, hut 
too high, and the British loss was* most- 
ly before reaching the ssabreba. Colonel 
Murray had his horse killed under him 
and was wounded in the arm. The en- 
emy behaved with the greatest bravery. 
The prisoners say they lost heavily by 
the bombardment before the advance. 
Home of the enemy tried to break across 
the river at an early stage, but were 
beaten back by dervish horsemen. 

Nothing was visible iu front of the 
position except; a solitary, wabbling 
camel, but in the trenches large numbers 
of mangled donkeys and camel proved 
how terrific was the effect of the British 
lire. Inside the zareba there was an as- 
tonishing labyrinth of earthworks, every 
goat seemingly having had its own shel- 
ter trench. A correspondent says: 

"1 have been all over the Dervish posi- 
tion and estimate that the dead are more 
than 2,000. The night: march was as 
weird ns that of Tel-el-Kebir. Our 
troops observed funereal silence on Hear- 



ing the enemy's zareba at Makheiba. No 
smoking was permitted. Egyptians, Sou- 
danese and British strove to be first in 
the glorious race and to be first in at- 
tack. As usual, several brigades claim 
the honor. The enemy opened with such 
terrific fire that our men dropped on all 
sides. It. was as venomous a fusiladc as 
troops were ever called upon to face. 
Mahmoud's army was practically wiped 
out. Four thousand of his followers 
have been taken prisoners, and he him- 
self has been caught hiding in a hole un- 
der a bed. He is tall, dignified, sensuous- 
looking black Bnggagaria, about 35 years 
old, with shaven head. When taken he 
was dressed iu a richly embroidered 
robe." 

The rockets set the enemy's camp on 
lire iu many places. The enemy were in 
deep trenches in rows behind the zareba, 
Kinshari Iteedi fell at the head of his 
men. Ten guns were captured. The 
piisoners say that Osman Digna lied 
early during the bombardment. The au- 
thorities call yesterday's battle the most 
brilliant ever fought in the Soudan, 
everything having been carried straight 
through without hitch or cheek. While 
the position was shelled by Maxims, Nor- 
denfeldts and Shrapnel, the dervishes 
hardly attempted a reply.

era! Gomez, showing how hopeful he is 
of success and speaking of the utter fu- 
tility of attempting negotiations with 
Spain. A portion of the letter is as fol- 
lows: "The province of Santa Clara, as 
well as Santiago do Cuba and Puerto 
Principe is ours. The enemy has do- 
parted, ceasing military operations and 
abandoning the garrison and forts which 
constituted its base of operations. Days, 
weeks and months pass without troops 
appearing within our radius of action 
which is of many leagues. In the con- 
dition In which we are it is my opinion 
that what we need to end the war 
quickly are cannon and a great deal of 
dynamite, so that we can expel them by 
tire and steel from the towns. Noting 
the feeling of optimists, 1 adhere to the 
idea that we will never make Spain 
come to terms but In that manner, and 
that it is a loss of time and very dan- 
gerous to enter into any negotiations. 
We must fight them vigorously and un- 
ceasingly in order to force what we will 
surely obtain in time." 

Madrid. April i).— A visit of the 
foreign ambassadors to Senator Gullom, 
minister of foreign affairs, resulted in a 
meeting of the cabinet at which a decis- 
ion was reached to grant an armstice 
to the insurgents in Cuba. 

Madrid, April 9.— United States Minis- 
ter Woodford has been officially inform- 
ed that tin; Spanish government to-day 
telegraphed to the Pope that in view of 
his urgent request, fortified to-day by a 
visit by the representatives in Madrid of 
the six great powers, the Spanish have 
telegraphed to General Blanco in Cuba, 
instructing him to issue a proclamation 
to-morrow of an armistice, the duration 
of which is to be as he decides.

fall for Philanthropic Action by People 
of United States Nearer Home 
Than Cuba. 

Saco, Me., April 8.— The cotton mills 
strikers have- voted to return I., work 
next Monday. They went out in Janu- 
ary when the general cut down in wages 
in New England cotton mills went into 
effect. About 1,8000 hands are involved 
in the strike. 

"The shadow of Cuban distress." says 
an American exchange, "lias obscured 
the woes of the striking mill operatives 
at New Bedford; yet suffering goes on 
in the New England city. The local re- 
lief committee, in an appeal for aid. 
stales that 0,000 sufferers crowd 
around the soup-kitchens daily, and 
these soup-kitchens are all that stand 
between the hungry throng and starva- 
I ion. 

"The strikers are making a determined 
effort to bold out against the mill-own- 
ers for three weeks longer. Then 
food can be found on the shore, 
upon this scant resource they hop< 
win the light for living wages. 

"The Boston Traveller has taken up 
the cause of these starving operatives. 
'They are lighting against a power that 
holds them as slaves.' says that journal 
in a moving appeal for assistance. 'As 
the Cubans light for liberty, so they 
fight. They starve, they die, but they 
will not yield.' 

"If the American people have nol re- 
sponded to the wants of the suffering 
strikers, the failure is not because of 
lack of generous impulse. The story of 
New Bedford suffering has not been well 
told. To the great masses of the nation 
it has not been at all. It has not 
been told to organized labor. There is 
need for some Proctor or Thurston to 
visit this scene of New England suffer- 
ing, and stand up in the senate of the 
United States and tell the sad story to 
the nation."

The main tunnel, which Is 2,0-10 yards In 
length, Is built of brick, with an arched 
roof.

Welbeck is nil Immense, stately, sml 
building, with Its vast underground rooms 
and Its tunnels burrowing beneath the park 
In every direction. The subterranean pic- 
ture gallery Is the largest private gallery 
In all England. There Is a large under- 
ground riding room, and the relies which 
the old abbey contains are worth a king's 
ransom. 

Welbeck Abbey, where for many cen- 
1 iirles has been no iihhot. Is In Robin 
Hood's land, standing in the centre of 
what was Sherwood forest, where Robin 
and Ids merry men were wont to relieve 
the wealth-laden traveller of Ids earthly 
store. 

No wood In all the countryside can com- 
pare with Welbeck Park, with Its renmnnte 
of the old Sherwood forest, trees of roman- 
tic memory. There are some famous oaks 
-the Seven Sisters, the Ruysdali, the Por- 
ter oaks, so-ealledhecaiise there was an- 
ciently u gateway between them, ami the 
chief of nil, the Greendale oak. 

Of tills hitter the legend says that a huge 
opening was made through Its trunk, al- 
ready gaping, In order that the llrst Duke 
of Portland might win his bet that a car- 
riage and four might drive through It. 
Tills was In 172-1. The age of (lie tree Is 
estimated at 1,500 years. It Is now a com- 
plete ruin, propped up and chained, tint 
one green branch has kept up a long 
struggle to put forth Its green tribute to 
Ihe spring. 

The present Duke of Portland Is one of 
England's most popular young men. His 
full name and title Is William John Arthur 
Charles Jul < Cavenillsh-Uentlnck, Mar- 
quis of Tltehfleld, Karl of Cortland, Vis- 
count Woodstock and Baron Cirencester, Is 
Lord Lieutenant of Caithness. D. L. for 
Ayr, was formerly Lieutenant-Colonel of 
tlie Honorable Artillery Company of Lon- 
don, and Lieutenant In the Coldstream 
Otiards. He Is at present Honorary Col- 
onel of the Fourth Battalion of the Sher- 
wood Foresters, Master of the Horse, and 
Family Trustee of the British Museum. 
Queen Victoria stood sponsor In person at 
the christening of his only child

ltufcrrinK to the Colonist's article on 
the necessity for prouipl action to secure 
railway construction from Lake Tesliu 
to the coast, a gentleman, prominent in 
public life, said yesterday that lie con- 
ceded the importance of the proposed 
railway and the necessity for Its immedi- 
ate construction, but he added. "The Do- 
minion governmenl will build it." We 
desire to point out that there is no rea- 
son to think so. So far as can be gath- 
ered from the expressions of the niiiii- 
isters, the Dominion governmenl is 
averse to the adoption of any plan which 
will necessitate any largo outlay of 
money on lliis railway. While willing to 
give ii liberal land subsidy, it has not 
been prepared to commit the country to 
m large expenditure of money. We think 
this is an error. We believe tbe Domin- 
ion ought to come to the front and vote 
alWihc money needed for the road; but 
there does not seem to be the least rea- 
son to hope it will do so. Tbe most that 
v/e look for is that anything which this 
province will do will he supplemented by 
a federal grant. This will doubtless he 
the case for it is in line with all prece- 
dents. 

If no rival route was being pressed up- 
on the attention of the government, we 
might afford to wait to see what the fu- 
ture will bring forth; but the competition 
of those who are insisting upon a road 
from Edmonton is of tbe most formid- 
able character and may. and we fear 
will, prevent the government from (loin 
anything more than indicated above, 
■even if it feels so inclined. 

Hut we cannot wait to sec what tin 
Dominion government will do. It may 
do nothing at nil, and if so, where are 
we? Our salvation is in our own hands, 
Do not let us stand idle awaiting to see 
what Ottawa will do. Mr. Sifton was 
able to impress upon his colleagues the 
desirability of taking up his land sub- 
sidy scheme. No one knows that he will 
he able to impress upon them the desir- 
ability of doing anything else. 

British Columbia must help itself ii 
this emergency. What is more, what 
ever is done must be done witli a definite 
and specific object. There will be little 
use to offer aid which no one stands 
ready to accept and begin work at once 
We are not urging that: a railway shall 
be built some time in the indefinite fu- 
ture, but that it shall he begun at once 
and bo pushed through to completion as 
rapidly as possible. 

Can the immediate const ruction of the 
railway and a wagon road be secured V 
We believe' if can he. Will the province 
profit if such a road is built? Surely no 
one will answer such a question in the 
negative. In view of this, are we not 
right in saying that we cannot afford to 
let a matter of a few hundreds of do! 
lars per mile stand in the way of se- 
curing this great boon? 

The people of Victoria feel the pressing 
nature of the emergency. Our advices 
are that Vancouver is equally alert. 
There is no doubt that Nannimo and 
New Westminster will approve of a bold 
policy that will secure such an import- 
ant work at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The fanning districts, as wc 
pointed out yesterday, only need to un- 
derstand the ease to see how deeply they 
are concerned in a northern connection 
being established without delay. Said a 
.gentleman who knows the lower I'raser 
as well as any one in British Columbia, 
"The man who ventures to oppose any 
well-conscdcred plan to secure the im- 
mediate construction of the proposed 
railway, will he visited with (lie ven- 
geance of the indignant farmers, who 
have experienced (his winter something 
Of what the northern market will me; 
lo them." 

Every other consideration now before 
the people of this province sinks out ,,f 
sight in comparison with this one. Not 
that we ask that the interests of the In- 
ferior shall be neglected. We are pre- 
pared to support liberal measures for (he 
development of the Interior. What we 
ask is (hat the Interior snail give its 
hearty support to a measure that means 
.so much for the Coast. 

We welcome the supporl of the Times 
in this momentous work. It would not 
voice the sentiments of iis political 
friends if it did not lend its host aid to 
advocating a project ,,f such vital im- 
portance to the city. Its action takes the 
discussion out ,,f the held of polities, 
and (his is a subject for congratulation. 

THE TWO CATHARINES. 
To Bay we regard Russia not only as 
one of the leading natious of the world, 
but fo some extent as a great factor in 
{extending civilization over Central Asia. 
Yet this empire has itself only emerged 
from barbarism within a century, In- 
deed there are millions of square miles 
under the dominion of (he Czar which 
are now far below the standard of Cen- 
tral Europe, The nucleus of (his vast 
Country was (he principality of Moscow, 
which \vn 1 founded in Hie thirteenth 
uffniwy, its growth was steady and ia- 



pid, so that at the close of the sixteenth 
century tbe dominions of the C/.ar ex- 
tended from the Don to (he Arctic and 
the Pacific oceans, across (ho whole 
width of Asia and nearly half the width 
of Europe, l'eter the Groat acquired a 
Baltic frontier, and when his willow and 
successor ascended the throne, Russia 
had reached dimensions and acquired a 
compactness that made its permanence as 
an empire" possible. Peter was the in- 
troducer of Western civilization into 
Russia, lie was a man of tremendous 
force of character, hut undoubtedly bis 
life and that of the nation over which he 
ruled was largely shaped by the woman, 
who was at. first his mistress, then his 
M ile, and at last bis successor, 

Catharine was of very obscure origin, 
so obscure that it may almost he said li> 
he unknown. She was born in Poland 
and received instruction in (he family of 
a Protestant minister residing at, Murien- 
berg, now a Prussian city. The date of 
her birth is uncertain. Some biogra- 
phers put it in 1079, others in 1085. She 
married a Swedish dragoon when little 
more than 11 child. When Marienberg 
Mas captured by the Russians she was 
taken prisoner and became a slave to 
Prince Moiishikoff. Of a very attractive 
personality, she was somewhat conspicu- 
ous in the household of her master, and 
when Peter the Great visited (he prince 
he took a fancy to the girl, who was 
then, according to one account, only 
eighteen years of age. From that day 
until his death her inlluence over the 
Czar was almost unbroken. In the main 
it was for good, for although Catharine 
had not even the rudimentary elements 
of morality in her composition, she pos- 
sessed that instinct for progress and 
civilization which Russia needed at (bat 
time in its ruler more than anything else. 
In the year 1711 she saved the empire 
from falling completely under the dom- 
inion of the Turk, and in that, way nitty 
he said to have taken her place among 
the most influential women whose 
names are recorded in history. 

Charles XII id' Sweden, smurtin 
der the tremendous defeat inflicted upon 
him by l'eter at. Pultowa, instigated tin 
Sultan of Turkey to declare war against 
Russia. Peter had only a comparatively 
small army at his disposal, and he found 
himself with 38,000 men surrounded by n 
victorious Turkish army of 1200,000. 
His condition was desperate, hut when 
all seemed lost, Catharine came to the 
rescue with a request to he allowed to 
see what she could accomplish by a liber- 
al use of her jewels and personal charms. 
She succeeded in her effort. The Turk- 
ish guards succumbed to her bribes, the 
Grand Vizier to her blandishments, and 
Peter was permitted to withdraw his 
army. This was in 1711. The next year 
l'eter repaid her by recognizing her as 
his wife, and proclaiming her as his sue 
cessor. She continued to enjoy the 
favor of her husband for several years, 
when she incurred his distrust by reason 
of her numerous intrigues. Restored to 
favor, she lost it again, and at the time of 
Peter's death, was in disgrace. But 
she had a faithful friend in Prince 
.Uonshikoff, her former master, who, was 
able to conceal tbe fact of the Czar's 
death until ho had invented sufficient 
evidence to convince the people that 
Catharine had been designated by the 
dead sovereign as his successor. She was 
then hailed as reigning empress. She 
occupied the throne for two years. Her 
chief work during this period was the 
foundation of the Russian Academy of 
Science and the fitting out of Behring's 
expedition, which gave Alaska to the 
Russian crown. Thus we see that her in- 
fluence extended far enough to affect the 
history of three continents. 

She was not much more if any than 
forty years old at the lime of her death, 
and this was hastened by tbe frightful 
excesses to which she was addicted. 
There was hardly any form of vice that 
she dill not practice, and her taking off 
was due to a prolonged carousal. She 
died drunk. A remarkable record this, 
l! would be difficult to And a career that 
can he compared with it. It is not worth 
while dwelling upon her great vices; hut 
it is impossible not to admire the com- 
manding strength by which she was able 
to elevate herself from an almost aume- 
less childhood to (he position of empress. 

Catharine II.. who was born in 17li'.» 
and died in 1700, was another woman In 
whom Russia owes very much. Like 
the? first empress of the name, she was 
not a native Russian; hut her parentage 
was noble on her father's side. She 
was not born in wedlock. She married 
a grandson of the first Catharine. Her 
husband ascended the throne as l'eter 
III. in 1702. He did not live long In 
enjoy his honors, for be was ussassinnt- 
1 in the same year. The claim lias 
been made that his widow could tell more 
nbcut this bloody deed than history re- 
cords; but be that as it may, she suc- 
ceeded him and reigned for thirty-seven 
years. She lived a terribly dissolute life, 
equalling in ibis respect her famous 
namesake, hike her also she was a 
great patron of the arts ami sciences. She 
ompletoly revolutionized the adminis- 
tration of the empire and to her the pres- 
nt solidity of Russia is chiefly due. In 
rar she was remarkably successful and 
her conquests extended the limits of her 
realms over vast and valuable territory. 
Her patronage of literature gained for 
her (he admiration of learned men 
where. By her iuvitution some of 
the brightest minds of France were at- 
tracted to the Russian court, and con- 
temporary writers forgot in the splendor 
>f her patronage, (he awful vices in 
which she indulged and the severe de- 
spot ism which she inflicted upon her 
people. 

It is not too much to say that those 
twe women made Hie Russia of to-day 
ppsible. Except for their powerful in- 
lluence. it is more than proi able that, the 
nation, which Ivan the Terrible welded, 
together and Peter' the Great, sought to 
civilize, would long ago have been torn 
asunder. 



EASTER. 

The Easter festival holds a, warm 
place in tlie heart of Christendom. This 
is not only because it commemorates an 
event, which to millions of people is the 
inly sure evidence that there is any hope 
beyond the grave, tint because the busy 
I toiling world, which in spite of all 
that civilization has acconiplislv.'d is 
bound more tightly to Hie beadinill of 
labor than ever, feels the need of some- 
king to stimulate hopefulness, lntclli- 
cnt hope is perhaps what most distin- 
guishes the civilized man from the sav- 
age — a hope that trusts not to blind 
bunco for the fruition of its desires, hut 
recognizes 11 divine law of cause and ef- 
fect as permeating every held of human 
activity, The gospel of Easter is a gos- 
pel of hope. 

It would be impossible to measure the 
good which this old festival has done 
lor humanity. We mean now the Chris- 
tian festival, not the pagan one for which 
it. has been substituted. It touches Hie 
life of Christianity, and 111 spite of the 
cavil of skeptics, Christianity is the 
greatest force that over has operated in 
the world lor the betterment of human- 
ity. 

When one comes t< think of it apart 
from the religious sympathy, and preju- 
dice, if you will, that the customs and 
teachings of centuries have thrown 
around it, that is when il is regarded 
purely in a historical sense, Faster is a 
most remarkable festival. To commem- 
orate the birth of an individual is com- 
mon enough. To set apart a day as sa- 
cred to the memory of his ilea lb is by no 
means extraordinary. But il is worth 
stopping to th ink a little over the as- 
tonishing fact that, to-day hundreds of 
millions of people will gather to celebute 
a resurrection from the dead. And this 
celebration has continued for nearly 
nineteen centuries. It was observed dur- 
ing the days of Imperial Rome. It was 
not forgotten during the Dark Ages, 
when the northern biirbarinns held sway 
over Furope, !! held its place during 
Renaissance. And the last, four hundred 
years of marvellous progress in arts, 
science and general education it has not 
only kept ils place, but gained a stronger 
hold than ever upon the mind oT the 
civilized world. And what is it'.' It. is 
lire festival of 1111 event without prece- 
dent or repetition. It stands unique 
among all the events upon which men 
ponder. The evidence supporting it is of 
the scantiest, kind. Indeed one may say 
that without the testimony which the 
inner consciousness of many generations 
gives, and which Job expressed in his 
historic phrase: "I know that my Re- 
deemer livcth," the resurrection would 
long ago have been relegated to the do- 
main of fable and Easier would havi 
teased to be observed, It is this feature 
of the teachings of Christianity, that is 
the strength which they gain from th< 
testimony of millions of individuals, that 
makes the religion, whose chief witnes.- 
is the open tomb of its founder, tht 
greatest force in the world.

Gold Hunters Preparing to Storm tin 
.Northern Treasureland— A \'ic- 
tim Who Recovered. 

A party of gold hunters, composed uf 
S. Watson, E. K. Watson, Geo. Kowe, 
E. M. Arthurs ami Jack Wilber, all ex- 
perienced miners from Colorado, who 
have been in the city for the past three 
weeks, left for Wrangel by the steamer 
Centennial last evening. They will go 
up the Stikine river to Dense lake and 
tin 'ough to the heart of the Pelly river, 
vltere they will coimnencc prospecting. 
Before leaving Colorado they made a 
thorcugh study of Yukon geography and 
decided on their plans. They have spent, 
over $2,000 in Victoria with Thos. 
Ernie's outfitting establishment, ami 
carry with them as complete an outfit a> 
was ever taken North. They have can- 
vas folding steel-frame boats, the same 
as carried by Lieut. 1'eary on his hist 
Arctic expedition, and apart from their 
utensils tor placer mining, a complete 
stock of equipments fur quartz mining. 

".Nowhere," said Mr. Watson just lie- 
fore he left, "do 1 ever expect to receive 
better treatment than our party receiv 
ed in Victoria, ami on our return we will 
stop here for a couple of months' rest."

ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE. 

A Despondent Cerman Seeks to End His 
Life in the Columbia River. 

John Schwartz, a German, attempted 
suicide at Trail Sunday afternoon by 
jumping into the Columbia river. He 
was rescued by some witnesses. He is 
weak minded, and was taken to the hos- 
pital at Nelson last evening. The at- 
tempt of Schwartz to take his life re- 
veals a story of gross ungratefulness 
wherein a partner by the name of Wcesk, 
who had been living upon the charity 
and generosity of Schwartz, robbed hiiii 
for a third time of what earnings he had 
saved. From the story told by his 
friends it transpires that the attempt on 
his life was directly due to the tact: that 
Weeks had absconded with $150 belong- 
ing to Schwartz. It is further shown 
tiiat Schwartz had accumulated small 
.sums of from $150 to $200 in the States, 
and being of a weak mind and without 
relatives, shared his bed and board with 
Woesfc had absconded with $150 belong- 
cumulated a little money, Weesk would 
appropriate it, and once went so far as 
to have his benefactor committed to the 
asylum at. .Medical Lake. Schwartz came 
to British Columbia and once again eoin- 
im need the accumulation of savings. 
Weesk soon appeared, and Schwartz, 
fot get fill of all previous wrongs, again 
took him in. Weesk remained just long 
enough to get hold of what money 
Schwartz had. which is said to have 
been $150, The chief of police at. Spo- 
kane was communicated with, only to 
find that Weesk hail gone to parts' un- 
known. This is said to have preyed up- 
on the mind of Schwartz to such an ex- 
lent thai he imagined he was the cause 
of all the trouble between the United 
Stales and Spain, and with the horrors 
of war .staring him in the face he sought 
to drown his troubles in the Columbia, it 
is thought thai hospital euro will soon 
restore reason sulllcient to permit his 
discharge.— Rossiaud .Miner.

OUTFITTER 

122 GOVERJcNT STREET, Before Pui chasing 



A terrible sequel to the disastrous slide 
at Squaw hill, told of in the Colonist yes- 
terday, occurred about live hours later 
on the eventful Sunday— one week ago — 
and it is expected will result in almost, 
if not quite as heavy a death roll as that 
from the catastrophe on the trail. The 
scene of Ibis last disaster is Crater lake, 
three miles and a half beyond the second 
big avalanche, and at a point one and 
a half miles over the summit, the receiv- 
ing depot for the outfits as they descend 
I'l inn the ridge. 

Naturally this third and last in the ser- 
ies of appalling calamities on the Dyea 
route has been very generally confound- 
ed with the second— few would think it 
probable that two successive catas- 
trophes so similar in character and result 
would occur so close together geographi- 
cally, and in time of happening news of 
the Outer lake- slide had not been circu- 
lated in Skagway even prior to the sail- 
ing of the Niugchow, and was received 
by telephone message from Sheep Camp, 
to Mr. Bert E. Collyer, the Examiner 
correspondent who brought down tlu 
news. 

Mr. Collyer had the distinction of be- 
ing the first correspondent to reach the 
scene of the Squaw hill disaster — there 
had been no slide at what is known as 
tin' "cut-off," which is on the Skagway 
trail— and was also the inst to get 
through with the news to a telegraph 
wire. How he did it is, as Kipling would 
put it, "another story." 

As to the Crater lake tragedy the tele- 
phone report was: 

"At this point on the margin of ("rater 
lake, hundreds were camped and the 
fatality mast have been appalling. Eight 
bodies were taken out in the lirst few 
hours and the work of rescue had but 
well commenced. No one could tell how 
many of or who were beneath the new 
mountain of snow and ice. 

"One of the resurrected, Joseph Mur- 
phy, has regained consciousness, although 
injured. .No serious results are in his 
case anticipated. George Prentice, of 
North Dakota, lias been taken out after 
being under thirty feet of snow for two 
full hours. Among the resurrected are 
F. B. Holbrooke, of Portland,' and an- 
other Oregouiau named Dahistroin; they 
were taken out with great difficulty, but 
may recover. It is believed that 75 
more bodies are beneath the snow. 

"The medical corps at the scene of the 
first great disaster lias been cut in two 
in order to lead aid to the victims of 
this terrible sequel catastrophe. Col. 
Anderson will also send a portion of his 
regiment to this new point at which the 
soldiers may prove of assistance." 

Ot the Squaw hill calamity Mr. Col- 
lyer is able to give a corrected list of 
victims, having taken the original death 
roll as given in the Colonist yesterday, 
visited the scene of exhumation and re- 
vised the list, which it will be noted con- 
tained very many inaccuracies in both 
names and places of residence. Several 
wiio were at first counted as victims 
turned up in the life to the joy of their 
■mis, while other names not at. lirst 
titioned, had been rec irded. Here is 
the corrected list of dead as known on 
the evening of the 4th inst.:

It: will he noted that, the cities of 
I'uget Sound contributed a terrible per- 
centage to the roll of death, no fewer 
than six of the identified victims being 
from Tncoma, and two from Spokane, 
and eight from Seattle, while four are 
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entered as residents of Oregon, six of 
California and eleven of other states. 
Only one British Columbian is included— 
John Ritchie, a man of about 30, whose 
brother lives in Vancouver, and who 
was himself employed for several seasons 
in one of the Northern canneries. 

What is slid known as the "main 
slide," and which it is sincerely to he 
hoped will not. be paralleled^ by the 
Crater lake sequel, was hut 75 yards in 
width, although of incalculable weight. 
Some faint idea of how close the travel- 
lers were moving together on the 
trail may be gathered from the 
statement that in this slmrr distance up- 
wards of four score of poor souls were 
caught and instantly hurried into eter- 
nity, injured or maimed for life, or pro- 
videntially spared by the veriest miracle. 

In his account of this main disaster 
to the Examiner, Air. Collyer says: 

"The slide occurred about three miles 
above Sheep Camp and above the point 
known as Squaw hill. For several days 
there had been many indications to the 
experts in the country's weather, that an 
avalanche was impending, hut. the ad- 
monitions of the Indians were unhced- 
I by the argonauts eager to get. their 
outfits over the summit, and who were 
ed at the very thaws which set the 
mountains in motion. This small army 
of gold seekers pressed on from Crater 
lake, where they had been for several 
days waiting for an opportunity to re- 
turn for their outfits and about 1 o'clock 
of the morning of the 3rd a small slide 
occurred near the power house of the 
Chilcoot Tramway Co. It probably 
frightened the travellers in the immed- 
iate vicinity, for they formed a proces- 
sion of about 200 strong, and started 
down towards Slice)) Canq). 

At Squaw hill the valley narrows to 
a wi.-ih if 150 yards, walled in by sheer 
and slightly wooded cliffs. Rising from 
the cast of the trail is an almost vertical 
glacier which is variously estimated to 
he from 1,800 to 3.0(H) feet from base 
to crown. Within the shadow of this 
majestic cliff, on the morning of the 
3rd, stood a little colony of teats, many 
of whose occupants were awakened only 
by the grip of death to light, for life 
against a rain of ice and snow that in a 
.few moments had buried their white vil- 
lage under thirty feet of avalanche de- 
bris. Not a few were mercifully spared 
awakening, being crushed to death as 
they lay in their tents with no fore- 
warning of the disaster that was to over- 
whelm them. 

"Eye witnesses say that it seemed as 
though the entire face of the great white 
wall had been suddenly detached by 
some unseen hand, and hurled down 
with frightful velocity on its mission of 
destruction, the roar of the slide being 
plainly heard several miles away. 

"The men and women who were over- 
whelmed may have realized what hap- 
pened but they had no possible opportu- 
nity to escape. The huge waves of 
snow hud buffetted and tossed, coffined 
and graved them in an instant— before 
they could cry their agony, and only a 
great silence and a vast mound of snow 
marked the place where human activity 
and hope had reigned but a moment be- 
fore. 

"Rescue parties were immediately or- 
ganized, tit least two thousand men Were 
soon at work, and in a very few min- 
utes the first of the victims, dead and 
limp, was uncovered. Some of the un- 
fortunates who had been picked up and 
carried along by the swift moving mass 
were found only a few feet beneath the 
new surface, hut the majority were not 
recovered until the bard-packed trail it- 
self was reached. 

"The bodies were found in all sorts of 
fantastic attitudes and almost every pal- 
lid face bore the expression of intense 
terror, photographed upon it by slow 
death. Those whose lives had merci- 
fully been crushed out at once were 
easily distinguished by their facial pla- 
cidity ami the undisturbed condition of 
the snow entombing them, while the less 
fortunate ones left traces of their des- 
pairing light to free themselves from 
their living grave. They had blindly 
burrowed in the snow and comoatled 
their fate inch by inch and moment by 
moment, until forced to abandon hope, 
and yield to death either by exhaustion 
or suffocation. 

"There were broken limbs and crushed 
bodies everywhere, bur il was evident, 
that suffocation w:i stho chief destroyer. 

"As the bodies were lifted from the 
accumulation of mountain debris, and 
'aid side by side, a scene dramatic and 
pathetic in the extreme was presented. 
Mothers, wives, anil sweethearts were 
not there to mourn their dead, but rug- 
ged men recognized all that was mortal 
of acquaintances they had made on the 
sea or the trail, and there was no lack of 
sympathy or of reverence in the weather- 
beaten faces that surrounded the ghast- 
ly array. 

"All the afternoon the work progres- 
sed. Strong hands were ever ready to 
Lake the shovels from tired ones, and 
when night came a thousand lanterns 
glimmered and twinkled amid the snow 
mounds. And as the men toiled there 
was no cessation of the fierce storm 
that had raged on the pass for three 
days and nights, without break or fal- 
ter; the workers inured to elemental 
discomforts dug as if their own lives de- 
pended upon the speedy rescue of those 
stiff and cold bodies beneath their feet. 
At daylight it was generally believed 
that all the victims had been foun 
The work went on, however, and will 
continue until the very last vestige of 
doubt on that poinl has been removed. 

"The operations are in charge of Col. 
Anderson, U.S.A., with his cavalry regi- 
ment, and the medical ollieers^rom 
Dyea. The soldiers weal up OSj the 
morning of the 4th to assist: the rescu- 
ing party and the military discipline and 
organization thus assured wilt unques- 
tionably count as much as the number 
of men in the work of rescue. Their 
appearance will also lie a guarantee of

Story of tlic Slide. 

A li allop Over the Desolated Trail 
and a Steamer Race for Hie 
Telegraph.

respondent's life. Victoria, since the 
rush to tho Klondike commenced, his 
had a little experience of up-to-date news] 
hustling, and the story of how the Sa i ' 
Francisco Examiner corespondent secur- 
ed and brought down to his paper the 
news of the three successive avalanches 
on the Dyea trail one week ago to-day 
will afford them a recent illustration. 
It. will interest the general public as well 
as press workers, and so here it is: 

When the Ningchow with the Exam- 
iner correspondent on hoard reached 
Skagway on the morning of the 4th at (I 
o'clock, the news of the catastrophe was 
ten hours old, but details were not yet 
obtainable. There was rough water be- 
tween the White Pass metropolis and 
]>yoa, four miles away— so rough that 
it was described as suicidal to attempt 
any communication except by telephone. 
The news had to be got, however, and 
to get it long chances had to be taken, 
/flic Ningchow was to turn her nose 
;sout,h again eight hours later, and there 
was eight miles of water and forty miles 
of trail to be traversed. 

The prospect was not a cheerful one. 
hut Captain Cross, Pilots Bendrodt and 
Smith, and Manager Harvey of the 
Ningchow brightened it by the promise! 
that they would strain the limit of their 
resources at command, and hold the big 
liner until !) o'clock if necessary. The 
launch Mascot and her skipper were re- 
Jnctantly pressed into service, and Dyea 
was made in three-quarters of an hour. 

And then came obstacles in quick suc- 
cession. Everyone with means of trans-; 
portation at command had gone up th" 
trail to the relief work. Horses could 
not lie hired and could only be bought 
as a special favor. A horse was bought, i 
Then into the saddle and away. Up 
the trail to Sheep Camp it was a hard 
gallop. Beyond Sheep Camp full speed 
was impossible, the mud flooding the 
lough little pony up to the haunches as 
rule, and to the belly on infrequent 
occasions. 

Reaching the scene of the disaster 
merely to secure names and verify de- 
tails an.i to see that the work of rescue 
was proceeding systematically and with 
all dispatch. Then into the saddle again, 
and dashing back for Dyea with uncer- 
tainty that the pony would live it out 
and knowledge that a single accident, 
however trivial, meant failure. The 
pony was came; the fortunes favored: 
.-Hid Dyea and the launch were reached 
safely. 

The launch caught the Ningchow 
within the limit of time, ant] soon the 
sea race with the news had commenced. 
A short report of the disaster was on 
the Alki which hail started eleven hours 
ahead and with orders to waste neither 
time nor coal. The Ningchow's mission 
was to make up this time. Captain Cress 
was ready to rush his ship as she never 
travelled before; the chief engineer ami 
his staff were equally ready. "Don't 
spare the coal," was the order. 

The race was on. Fourteen knot speed 
was maintained to Wrangcl, where a call 
was compulsory for passengers, and here 
it. was learned that (he Klondike M. T. 
& T. Co.'s fast steamer Amur also had 
dispatches, so that she, too, would have 
to be beaten out. Both ships had taken 
the AV range! Narrows for it, gaining 85 
mile.-', and tin 1 big ship could net fol- 
low. 

This was a serious handicap, but there 
was nothing for it but to take the middle 
course. No special incidents in the 
nterii chase developed until Seymour 
Narrows was reached at 11 p.m. Thurs- 
day night, when the lookout reported 
the Alki ahead "and going like the 
deuce." Captain Smith sighted the en- 
emy first, and Bendodt joined him fur 
the run through the narrows. The Alki 
balked at the narrows, until she saw the 
Ningchow with a cheer swept, by her, 
and ran the passage successfully. Then 
she followed, but out of the race on 
even terms. 

The Amur had next to be looked for, 
and although encountering adverse cur- 
rents speed was maintained, and nt -I 

am. the shout went up from tin? look- 
out. "We've go! the Amur, too." The 

. .-\\-< h iontal liner anil candidate for re- 



cord honors in tin.' north saw the Ning- 
chow at about the same time she herself 
was seen, and Immediately the rising 
cloud of black smoke streaming behind 
her stacks told that she was not intend- 
ing to surrender without a desperate 
struggle. 

"Shake the speed out of her." was the 
command from tho bridge to the engine 
room, and soon the distance between 
the struggling ships was perceptibly les- 
sened. Fourteen knots crept up to fif- 
teen, with seven revolutions more in 
reserve fur an emergency, while passen- 
gers in all sorts anil conditions of attire 
hustled out of their berths in wild en- 
thusiasm to watdi the victory that had 
to be achieved. 

Volunteers for duty from among the 
passengers were up .it a moment's no- 
tice ,and soon rising of the indicator 
told that they were doing their share. 
The Amur in the meanwhile was belch- 
ing a llame six feet high, and the steam 
blowing continually from the poop 
showed that she was running her best. 
It served her no purpose, however; she 
was out of it in another half hour, and 
soon she had fallen behind until her 
masts only could be seen. Half an hour 
niter the Ningchow had berthed in Vic- 
toria she entered port. 

Hut here the worst disappohitinc nt of 
all was to he experienced. After all the 
struggle and anxiety, Victoria was made 
only for the information that the tele- 
graph wire was down, and it was a long 
odds gamble that it would come up dur- 
ing the day. 

Fort Angeles had a wire, but Port An- 
geles was seventeen miles away, and no 
steamer in port that could be got. had 
hot water in her boilers, while all the 
time the Alki was coming on for tie' 
Sound, and rival correspondents had 
their skeleton stories ready for wiring 
to their papers. 

"We'll get you over to Fort Angeles 
us soon as the rough water will let. us," 
said Captain Benyon, of the Mystery. 
And so that steamer was pressed into 
service. Her skipper kept his word, too. 
The Examiner hoys were landed at Port 
Angeles in less than two hours, and four 
hours bef< .-e any other correspondent had 
got to his paper any information of tho 
slides the Examiner story complete was 
on the wire. And this, although at, the 
outset of the race, a handicap of almost 
a day and a night had to be caught up 
and put behind.

g.iod older and (he legitimate behavior 
of the army of sharks and sure-thing 
men— human ghouls— who Hocked to the 
scene al the first opportunity, il is believ- 
ed, with the intention of despoiling the 
bodies of the dead. 

•'('oinmunieatian between Dyea and 
Skagway at the time the Ningchow 
sailed from (he latter port had been 
confined mainly to the telephone for a 
couple of days on account of I he storms 
making it absolutely impossible to 
launch or land a boat at Dyea. The city 
of the While trail had, however, kept the 
wire warm with expressions of sym- 
pathy and offers of aid, when the gale 
abated sufficiently to make navigation 
appear less like suicide. Dyen appre- 
ciates the sincerity of her esteemed eon- 
temporary, bill there are hundreds of her 
own people whose proffers of assistance 
have been rejected, ami she does not 
believe that any outside help is wanted. 

"Everything has been done that can 
he done' to promote the work of search- 
ing for the dead, and caring for the in- 
jured. All the doctors of Dyea were 
soon upon the scene, having started as 
soon as the report was received. The 
steamer City of Seattle will bring some 
of the bodies down, while others will he 
forwarded by the Queen. The balance 
will he held until friends can be com- 
municated with as to their disposal. 

"Mr. Miller, the brewer of Vancouver, 
was caught in the avalanche, but luck- 
ily escaped with a few severe bruises. 
Cullers, the Portland man, was crush- 
ed to death with two of his companions 
while they were asleep in their bags. 
The Chilkoot Tramway Co.'s gang of 
twenty-two are all dead. Their names 
will not be known until the books can 
bo made up us there are several gangs 
nt work in the vicinity for this firm. 
They were returning from the Scales, 
alarmed at the surroundings and the 
previous small, slide and hurried from 
these sights of danger to their renth. A 
moment sooner or later would have been 
sufficient to have spared them. 

"J. A. Raines, of Maine, who was for- 
tunate enough to he dug out alive, says: 
'All of a sudden I heard a loud report, 
and immediately felt myself moving 
swiftly down the hill, and looking around 
saw many others hurried, some with 
their feet out and heads buried out of 
sight — and others vice versa. When I 
struck the bottom I tried to run. but the 
snow caught me and I was instantly bur- 
ied beneath thirty feet of snow and ice, 
being on the very verge of death by suf- 
focation when I was reached by the 
rescuers. Among my parly were C. I,. 
Uurge. Emporia. Kansas: S. A. Smith. 
Kansas City; I-'. <i. Hearss, Emporia, 
Kansas; and .1. A. Morgan, who was 
killed in the slide. The rest escaped un- 
injured.' 

"Continuing, he said: 'Many persons 
were saved by taking hold id' a rope that 
was used for hauling freight up to the 
summit. By this means forty or fifty 
were pulled out, battered and bruised 
more or less, but glad to be alive al any 
discount. I never want to nor expect to 
experience such an awful half hour 
again as long as 1 live.' 

"0. F. Shohlod, of Seattle, corrobor- 
ates Mr. Haines' narration, lie having 
escaped by being hauled out by means of 
the rope referred to. and luckily with 
but a few souvenir bruises. 

•'The slide was caused by the rise in 
the atmospheric temperature occasioned 
by the warm wind that has been blow- 
ing from the south for several days: al- 
though it is snow-laden this breeze is 
balmy enough to thaw the icy wastes of

To the Editor:— It seems to mo our public 
men are trilling with this question, the 
miextiou of the hour for the people of this 
Const. An agreement was onteored Into 
between the Dominion government und 
Messrs. McKenzIc .t Mann by which a rt II- 
wav was to be constructed to connect the 
waters of the Stlklne and the Inland navi- 
gation lending to Dawson City, to be com- 
pleted by the llrst of September of this 
venr. and under u penulty nf .^."iO.nou for 
failure to complete In time. The bill auth- 
orizing the contract was (brown out by the 
Senate, on the motion of Senator McDonald, 
of Kritlsh Columbia, and, I must confess, 
be had the sympathy Oi many hi this pro- 
vince when we understood the objection 
was to the land grant alone. I!y reports 
rroin the Knst we linil his anil nlher mem- 
bers' reasons for voting uguhist the bill 
were very various. Mr. McDonald thought 
the miners might rely on the Yukon route 
for their supplies. Il will he sulllclent to 
tell Mr. McDonald that goods bought In 
Cnn mill Inst March nre frozen In on boats 
hundreds of miles from Dawson City in- 
day. The Yukon then Is a fine river to 
trust the lives of a hundred thousand peo- 
ple to. That river is open at earliest on tin- 
lirst of July, and is closed in September. 
Us bed Is so shallow und uncertain that 
boats cnnnol make more than one, two or 
three trips to Dawson Cltv hi n season. 
The Stlklne Is open, frequently, about the 
middle of April and steamers have come 
down laic in November. The Hoornllnrpia 
Is open as loni;, and so (.'ends stored In 
Gleuom li, winter could be landed In Daw- 
son Cltv In April, mid they could 1 nr- 

rled through by water ns late as November. 
That is a different route from the Yukon. 

1 sit some members of the Semite want 
to enquire about a route by Edmonton. K 
may lie Kllfllclellt to say tlmt would cost 
about half as much as the Canadian Paci- 
ni-, and might he constructed in live or ten 
years, If begun. The route, too. cannot 
nerve the Klondike We on the (.'oast can 
Ileal I! In freight from Canada even, and In 
addition we can cominaml the produce of 
the world, now. We can send In goods 
from the Slates, from Australia. from ,1a- 
pnn, from china, from India, and from 
ICnglnnd at rales which the Edmonton can- 
not touch.

I do not know if this was n sincere 
offer, but supposing II was, II could form 
I lie basis of an arrangement between the 
two parties at Ottawa by which the work 
could he begun al once. I remember when, 
after the Indian Mutiny, the parliament of 
Knglnnd had to frame a measure for the 
better government of thnl great depend- 
ency nml It was arranged between the i"— 
ureal historical parties to lift the reform of 
the government of India out of the realm 
of party polities, the legislature then pro- 
reeding by way of resolution to frame a 
bill. A similar movement fit Ottawa could 
get the Stlklne railway bill through In n 
week. Lei the Minister of Railways meel 
the leaders of the opposition and agree on 
a cash subsidy and the thing would bo 
done. It ennnot be thought lowering to 
their dignity to do this w hen they have the 
precedent of English statesmen doing It. 

I have (list another word to say. This 
scheme is of more Interest to British Col- 
umbia than to any part of Ciinada, sn we 
should ioln In the subsidy. To do Ibis the 
Premier might have to go lo interview tie 
Minister of Railways. Thai would be of 
much more Importance than any tiling on 
hand In Ihe provincial house, so If they 
would adjourn for ten days or cease from 
gabbling about nothing they would be serv- 
ile.' the country. . 

May 1 add. all that- talk of excluding A'"- 
eileans from the trade should cease. We 
want their capital; provide them with bet- 
ter reads than thev have now and they w'll 
use ours, make them welcome to come Iht« 
and trade. They will bring over goods und 
esc our transportation facilities when tier 
find them most suitable, ns ce can easily 
make them.

A BY-LAW. 

To provide for the weight and sale of 
bread and to further amend the 
Market By-Law. 

The Municipal Council of the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows: 

1. All bread sold or offered for sale in 
the city of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must be in loaves of 
cue pound and a half and three pounds 
avoirdupois weight respectively, and the 
uriee charged therefor shall be at a 
rate per pound, and no person shall sell 
or oiler for sale any bread except by 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
made 24 hours and over, one ounce light 
weight shall be allowed for every one 
pound and a half of bread, but when- 
ever such allowance in weight shall 1)0 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
to the time when the bread in respect of 
which such allowance shall be claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed for sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of 
such bread. 

2. Nothing in the last preceding see- 
lion contained shall be construed or ex- 
tended to prevent bakers or other per- 
sons from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, mullins, or 
any other fancy cakes commonly made 
in the trade. 

3. Every baker and every vendor of 
bread shall keep scales and weights suit- 
able for the weighing of bread in a con- 
spicuous place in bis shop, and every 
baker and every vendor of bread shall 
weigh the bread sold or offered for sale 
is requested. 

4. No person shall use any alum or 
•other deleterious material in making 
bread for sale, and no person shall sell 
or offer for sale any bread containing 
alum, or any other deleterious material. 

5. It shall be lawful for the Chief of 
Police and Police Constables of the said 
citv and every one of them, and for the 
Medical Health Officer and Sanitary 
Officer and any other person the Mayor 
may appoint, at all reasonable hours to 
outer iido and inspect and examine 
every bakery and baker's shop and other 
building and premises in the city of 
Victoria when any bread is or shall he 
baked, stored or deposited or offered for 
sale, and to inspect and examine all 
Hour ami materials therein intended to 
be used in the making of bread for sale, 
and also to examine all bread found 
1 herein, and to weigh the same , and al- 
so to examine every vehicle, truck, bar- 
row, and basket in which bread may be 
placed or stored in the said city for the 
purpose of delivery before and after the 
sale thereof, and to examine all bread 
found therein and to weigh the same 
and to seize and carry away any bread 
found under weight or any bread made 
contrary to the provisions of this by-law, 
and to prosecute all breaches of this by- 

. lay before the Police Magistrate or oth- 
er Justice or Justices of the Peace hold- 
ing Police Court in the said city, 
and on conviction of the offender (in ad- 
dition to any penalty inflicted) all such 
broad as shall be found deficient in 
weight or made contrary to the provis- 
ions of this by-law shall be seized and 
forfeited to the use of the Corporation 
of the said city in such manner as may 
be directed by the Police Magistrate, 
or other, the Justice or Justices of the 
Peace so convicting, and if any unwhole- 
some Hour or any alum or deleterious 
material intended to be used in the mak- 
ing of bread for sale shall be found in 
any bakery or shop or on the premises 
thereof the Chief of Police or other 
po'ico constable or other person Gilding 
l he same shall take away a small sample 
thereof for the purpose of evidence. 

(>. Every person making for sale or 
selling any bread, or having or of- 
fering any bread for sale, or for delivery 
upon or after sale, or in supply of con- 
tract, or being in possession or in charge 
of any bread for sale or delivery within 
1 ho said city, or of any bakery or shop 
in the said city, for the making of bread, 
or of any vehicle, truck, barrow, or 
basket for the delivery of bread, before 
or after sale thereof, shall, upo the re- 
quest of the Chief of Police or any 
Police Constable or member of the Po- 
lice Force of (he said city, or any other 
f.urson appointed by the Mayor as afore- 
said, submit to and permit and assist the 
inspection, weighing and examination 
of such bread under this by-law, and 
also the inspection of such vehicle, truck, 
barrow or basket for the delivery of 
bread, ad also such bakery or shop and 
all bread therein, and also all Hour, meal 
and materials found therein intended to 
tie used in the making of bread for sale, 
and for that purpose shall open all ways, 
doors, locks, and fastening in and about 
the same, and about all cupboards, boxes 
and compartments therein, and no such 
person or persons as aforesaid shall, nor 
shall any other person whatsoever in any 
■way thwart, refuse, impede, hinder or 
prevent any such inspection, weighing 
and examination of bread, or the inspec- 
tion of any vehicle, truck, barrow or 
basket for the delivery of bread, or any 
bakery or shop or any flour, meal or oth- 
er materials therein intended to be used 
in the making of bread for sale. 

7. Section 1 of the Market By-Law, 
JS'JG, is hereby repealed. 

•S. This by-law may be cited as the 
"Bread By-Law, 1898."

AN EIGHTEEN DAY TRIP. 

New Iteeord From Dawson lo Dyea 
City— The Winter's Work On 
The New Creeks. 

Mr. McLean, who, with his wife, hits 
been on the Stewart river, ami is now 
returning to San Francisco for some 
friends, says that rich strikes have 
surclv been made in the locality in ques- 
tion, 'but not so many as are told about. 
As to the situation at Dawson, lie cor- 
roborates the statement that miners are 
selling their outfits— some to return 
home disgusted, others to return to the 
coast ill hope of profiting by the relict' 
expedition which, unknown to them, has 
been abandoned. There is plenty of pro- 
visions in Dawson, but the trouble is 
they are held for higher prices which 
will never come, as there are thousands 
of tons en route. 

One thing that is detrimental to min- 
ers in Canadian territory, according to 
Mr. McLean, is the reducing of claims 
from 200 to 100 feel, as the miners can- 
not possibly get the required amount 
of work done in the specified time (one 
year). He considers the north side or 
end of the Hootalinqua river to be very 
rich in ledges, while there are not more 
than forty good claims at Dawson, al- 
though the report is much larger than 
flint. 

"As to the latest strikes" ho says, "the 
Little Minook creek is about the best. I 
have a brother there \Vho is doing re- 
markably well; this creek, from present 
indications, will rival the famous Bo- 
nanza. On claim No. 8 a frozen lump 
of earth was turned up with a crow-bar 
and ran .fit to tlie pan. The pay streak 
is sixteen feet wide and eighteen to 
twenty-four inches deep on bed rock. 
Csing these figures, it ought to be 
worth Sj»15O,O0O. Most of the nuggets 
are of pure gold nnd several large ones 
have been taken out. They are like 
beaten gold of a very line grade and it is 
estimated m °5' bring .fl!) per ounce 
at the mint. The largest nugget taken 
out here as yet was 25 ounces, or $300. 

"Walsh creek still continues to pan 
out. Major Walsh has allowed his men 
to stake claims and in consequence every 
available foot of ground is taken. The 
richness of the dirt has been overesti- 
mated, but undoubtedly the output will 
be large. The El Dorado and Bonanza 
still keep their reputation. The creeks 
below Dawson that the panning out. well 
are Seventy Mile creek, which has been 
fairly well prospected this winter; Sam 
creek. Charlie river and Charlie creek. 
There have been several stampedes to 
them. Many of those who went down 
to Fort Yukon in the food scare stopped 
on their way buck and staked claims. 
At Circle City the Yukon Flats begin 
and they extend 300 miles down to Fort 
Hamlin! In the centre of the Hats are 
the Lower Kamparts, extending for Itifl 
miles along the river on both sides from 
Fort Hamlin to the mouth of the Tami- 
mi, Minook is about the centre of the 
Lower Kamparts. In the locality are 
Heaver creek. Mike Hess creek. Alder 
creek and Minook and its tributaries; 
all are looking line. 

"Of her creeks below, which have also 
developed into rich creeks during the 
winter are Ulna, Kussian, Shetllin and 
Spicer. There are at least 1,500 people 
between Circle City and Curt Yukon, 
and all are prospecting. It. is estimated 
that over $50,000 has been taken from 
the bars of the Koytikuk river, which is 
II long one, and C0111CS in 300 miles be- 
low the Tanana river, paralleling the 
Yukon and Porcupine for 1,<HHI miles, 
and it crosses the Arctic circle 000 miles 
from the mouth, and there is good navi- 
gation to that point for steamers. The 
stampede still continues to Swede creek; 
so many started in last fall in a hurry 
that live died from exposure. The 
steamers wintering nt Circle City are in 
a large slough and there is great danger 
nf them being ground to pieces by the 
ice in the spring." 

A record breaking trip out -was made 
by Robert Insley and .lack O'Gara, who 
came from Dawson to Dyea over the 
Chilkoot trail in eighteen days. They 
confirm the report that the abandoned 
claims on the American side near Circle 
City are lioing developed and are at- 
tracting great attention, many prospect- 
ors having left Dawson City and vicin- 
ity for this locality. They also report 
that the Walsh Creek developments are 
substantial. C. F. Henderson died here 
mi March Utitli from hemorrhage of the 
lungs. He had just started in business 
nnd was a recent resident of Great Falls, 
Mont. 

Dyea, in the Olympic, has now the fin- 
est of all the hotels of the north coun- 
try. Its proprietor, Mr. Carruthers, has 
loll u'uest rooms at his disposal, and 
with every modern convenience he is 
ready at all times to contradict with city 
comforts any one who refers to Dyea as 
out of civilization. The transients are of 
course the chief dependence of the north- 
ern hotel man— but that the Olympic is 
nt the end of the trail, will no doubt in- 
duce many returning miners to come out 
by tlie Chilkoot route. 

Owing to the pressure on our columns 
the usual church notices have been 
crowded out. 



PAVING THE STREETS. 



Alderman Humphrey Talks About 
the Proposal to Pave Fort 
and Broad. 



Says tlie Cost Will Be [Conipara r 
tively Light at the Present 
Time. 



Speaking yesterday of the attempt 
which the city is now making to get 
some of the streets paved on the local 
improvement plan, Aid. Humphrey had 
something to say about, his resolution, 
which was passed recently, looking to the 
paving of portions of Fort and Broad 
The plan is to lay wooden block 
piuement with permanent sidewalks on 
Fort street from Government to Doug- 
las and on Hrond street from Fort to 
Yates. Should the property holders he 
willing, the city will during the next two 
weeks bring in a by-law to obtain a loan 
for the accessary paving. He considers 
the cost not at all heavy for the im- 
provement proposed, and gives the fol- 
lowing ligures as to what the share of 
tlie property owners will be. The first 
column shows what the cost would be 
should the property owner desire to pay 
a lump sum down; the second column 
being the yearly payment should it. he- 
desired to extend the payments over a. 
period of ten years.

Prompt and Favorable Actietn 
Asked for in the Matter of the 
Half .Million Damages, 



From the United States sessional ipn- 
pors the Colonist reprints the mej*sape of 
the President transmitting the award o£ 
Iho international scaling arbitrators, as 
Follows: 

To the Congress of the United States: 

1 transmit herewith a report Erom tin 
Secretary ol State in regard to tin' 
award of the commissioners appointed 
pursuant to the stipulations of the con- 
vention of February S, 1S90, between the 
United States anil Great Britain, provid- 
ing lor the settlement ol' the claims pre- 
sented by the hitter against the former 
in virtue of the convention of February 
29, 1892. 

The report o the Secretary of Slate 
.presents n clear epitome of the award 
and tenders unnecessary any extended 
observations on my part, further than to 
sa.v that 1 cordially coincide with his re- 
commendation anil that our treaty obli- 
gations demand prompt and favorable ac- 
tion by congress, which I urgently hope 
may be taken, to the end that these long- 
pending questions may bo finally and 
satisfactorily terminated. 

Tin? total amount necessary to satisfy 
the award of the commissioners is 
$473,151.20, which I recommend be ap- 
propriated.

The President: — A convention between 
the United States and Groat Britain was 
concluded in this city on February S, 
1801), providing for the settlement of 
claims presented by Great Britain 
against the United States in virtue of 
the convention of February 29, 1802. 
1 transmit herewith for greater con- 
venience a copy of the convention of 
Kebruary S, 1890, article I, of which 
reads as follows: 

"The high cotracting parties agree that 
all claims on account of injuries sus- 
tained by persons in whose behalf Great 
Britain is entitled to claim compensation 
frr.ni the United States and arising by 
virtue of the treaty aforesaid, the award 
and the findings of the said tribunal 
of arbitration, as also the additional 
claims specified in the fith paragraph of 
the preamble hereto, shall be referred to 
two commissioners, .one of whom sJiall 
lie appointed by the President of the 
United States and the other by Her 
Britannic Majesty, and each of whom 
shall be learned in the law. Appended 
to this convention is a list of the claims 
intended to be referred." 

virtue of this provision the Pjesi- 
nppointed the Hon. William L. 
of Maine, the commissioner of 
the United .States. 

After determining where the meetings 
■of the commission shall take place (see 
Article III, the convention (Article 
I J 1 1 .provides as follows: 

"The said commissioners shall deter- 
mine the Liability of the 1'nitcd States, 
if any, in respect of each claim and .as- 
sess the amount of compensation, if any, 
to be paid on account thereof — so far as 
■they shall be able to agree thereon— 
and their decision shall be accepted by 
the two governments as final. 

"They shall be authorized to hear and 
examine, on oath or affirmation, which 
each of said commissioners is hereby em- 
powered to administer or receive, every 
question of fact not found by the tribun- 
al of arbitration, and to receive all suit- 
able authentic testimony concerning the 
same; and the government of the United 
Stales shall have the right to raise the 
question of its liability before the com- 
missioners in any case where it shall be 
proved that the vessel was wholly or in 
part the actual property of a citizen of 
the United States. 

"The said commission, when sitting at 
San Francisco or Victoria, shall have 
and exercise all such powers for the pro- 
curement or enforcement of testimony 
as may hereafter be provided by appro- 
priate legislation." 

It also provides in Article V that the 
cases, if any, in which the commissioners 
shall fail to agree, they shall transmit to 
each government a joint report, stating 
in detail the points on which they differ 
and the grounds on which their opinions 
have been formed.; iukI any such differ- 
ence shall be referred for final adjust- 
ment to an umpire "to be appointed by 
the two governments jointly, or in case 
disagreement, to he nominated by the 
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"Itoamcticig | th< k claims mentioned in 
the the award of the commissioners as 
having been presented on behalf of Great 
Britain and dismissed as not being with- 
in i»T.r jurisdiction, namely, the claims of 
the Black Diamond, arising iti tint year 
ISW, and the personal claim of .lames 
•Cnmlin, the commissioners, in pursuance 
of 111" communication to them from the 
•Secretary of State for the United States 
and iler Britannic Majesty's ambassador 
at Washington, dated at Washington, 
January 2(>, 1,N',)7, and appearing in the 
.protocol of February 2, 1897, beg to re- 
port as follows: 

"We Bud that damages were sustained 
by the owners, masters, officers, and 
crew of the Black Diamond in connection 
with the notice given by the collector of 
customs ut Unnluskti on July 1, lS.Sli. to 
the amount of live thousand dollars 
<$i"i,000), with interest at the rate of li 
per cent, per annum from September 10, 
A. IX 1887. 

"And :is to the personal claims of 
dames Gnudin, master of the Ada in 
1887, we reporl thai the amount of 
damages sustained by him was one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), with interest 
at the rate of li per cent, per milium from 
September 11), 1887." 

A copy of the communication of the 
then secret/try of state and the British 
ambassador, referred to by the commis- 
sioners, is appended hereto. 

1 am of opinion that, the amount of 
damages assessed by the commissioners 
respecting the last-named claims should 
lie included in the sum appropriated by 
congress to satisfy the award under the 
convention of February 8, I8i)ll. The 
government would then be enabled to 
reach an agreement with that of Ureal 
Britain for tlie fiunl discharge of the 
claims in question.

Limiting our view to the votes for 
shipbuilding, the increase in recent 

years has I n oil a vast scale, ll will 

lie interesting in trace the movement 
under the powerful influence of the pub- 
lic press. When 1 first entered parlia- 
ment a listless apathy prevailed on 
naval affairs. France bad been struck 
down by a disastrous war, and little ef- 
fort was required on our part to main- 
lain a leading position. In 1870-71 the 
expenditure on now construction for 
Great Britain was El.IlttO.OOO. as against 
,£412,000 in France. In 1ST7-78. during 
(ho ltusso-Turkisli war. our expenditure 
on new construction and the purchase 
of ships amounted to £2,022,000, as 
against £1,502,000 I'm- the French navy. 
In 187S-70 a sudden contraction of Brit- 
ish expenditure brought us down to a 
level with France, the expenditure in 
each country being slightly in excess of 
one and a half millions sterling. That 
was very much the position when I went 
to the Admiralty in 1880. We had t.> 
do the best we could with limited ap- 
propriations. In 1883-8-1 our votes for 
new construction were £-100,000, and in 
the following year £7:50,000 in excess of 
the French. Then came the national 
scare organized by Mr. Stead and his 
colleagues in the press, and the histori- 
cal demonstration by Captain Malum of 
the great pari which the British navy- 
bad filled in the making of the Umpire 
in the past and in maintaining it se- 
cure from attack. In 1885-SO lite votes 
lor new construction were: Great Bri- 
tain £3,737,000; France, £1,335.000. 
1 luring the thirteen years which have 
since elapsed shipbuilding for the Brit- 
ish navy lias hen pushed on with a 
vigor and abundance of resource which 
it has not ben posible to rival elsewhere. 
The expenditure for the British navy, 
as provided in the estimates for 1897-08, 
was £7,200,000. to which a supplement- 
ary sum of £500,000 has since been 
•added. 

NEW SHIPS. 
In the present financial year it is pro- 
posed to lay down four battleships, three 
third-class cruisers, two sloops, four 
gunboats, and two torpedo-boat: destroy- 
ers.

I On a general review the position of 
Ureal Britain is certainly not unsatis- 
factory. Tin? power of the navy essenti- 
ally depends mi its battleships. In this 
all-important class we have a decided ad- 
vantage. Xn foreign power possesses 
ships equal in lighting power ti> our 
seven ttoyal Sovereigns or our nine 
.Majesties, nor can any type id' battle- 
ship lie said In lie inure effective than 
cur own improved Centurions, of which 
hi less than eight ure building. 

In the older battleships of the sec- 
ond and third class we have a decided 
superiority. In cost defence we are 
weak. It lias not been the policy of 
the ritish admiralty to expend money 
en ships only available for defensive 
operations. It is a grave question 
whether the lime has nut conic when 
vessels should he laid dawn of a type 
corresponding with the Henry IV., 
lately laid down r,,r the French' navy. 
Vessels of light draught are neces- 
sary fur inshore operations, ami to 
hold the channel in time of war. 

In erusiers we have a conspicuous 
superiority. The requirements of the 
British navy in this class cannot lie 
computed mi any lived iiasis. \Vo re- 
quire cruisers in large numbers as 
lookout ships. They are ihe eyes of 
the fleet. We must he prepared to 
give protection to our vast commerce 
by convoy in the narrow seas: by 
patrolling the great trade routes across 
the ocean; by ships stationed at the 
great converging points of trade, ami 
by limiting down commerce-destroyers 
wherever they may he. We must 
keep open the communications with 
our colonies. It is difficult to say 
that any preparation would be fully 
adequate to our needs. This, at least, 
is certain, that in the cruiser class, 
if we look to numbers of lighting ef- 
ficiency, we have attained an over- 
whelming superiority. That superior- 
ity would become more and more con- 
spicuous in the progress of a grcal 
struggle. Our industrial resources 
are unrivaled, and if concentrated on 
ihe re-inforcement of tin' Hoot the 
balance of power at sea would incline 
more and more in our favor. The 
work done in 1890 affords striking evi- 
dence of the capability of our ship- 
building yards. No less (ban lifty- 
nine ships were launched in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom for British and foreign 
governments. Their aggregate dis- 
placement was 155,845 tons. The pro- 
pelling machinery was of 377,980 indi- 
cated hose-power, and the value, when 
completed, £10,750,000. Of these ships 
nine were launched from the royal 
yards and fifty by private linns. Of 
the latter, twenty-four were for for- 
eign governments, including Japan. 
Brazil. Chili, Spain and the Argentine 
Republic. 



The incapacity of a red-tape ad- 
ministration has never been more 
signally illustrated than recently in 
Spain. As part of ihe programme now 
in course of execution, three armored 
cruisers of 7.(100 tons displacement 
were comeaced at La Onrrucous.Ker- 
rol, and Cartagena. None of these 
has yet been launched. The first, laid 
laid down in Otober, 1889, was last year 
still on the way, progressing at the 
rate of 0.0.SS tons inn- day. The cost of 
building in the Spanish naval yards is 
from three to four times greater than 
in the private yards. In Ihe case id' 
three ships of the same type, two of 
which were lately built, in England 
and one in a Spanish dockyard, the 
cost in the latter case was live times 
greater than that of the two sister 
ships.

II will bo observed that the aggregate 
■ es\pediturc of France and Russia on 
v.ow construction for the current year is 
£5,211,000, as against £7,700.000 taken 
for the same services for the British 
navy. In the last five years our ex- 
penditure on construction bus exceeded 
that of France by some £11,000,000. The 
margin in excess seems ample, and it 
may be confidently assumed that wo get 
the best value for any given outlay. 
MANNING OF THE NAVY. 
Having given the total expenditure, 
lef us see how we stand in relative re- 
sources for the manning of the navy. 
The estimntcs for the present year pro- 
vide for 100.05Q men. ns against '14,225 
in the French, and 34,477 in the Uussian 
service. Ia the last five years Great 
Britain has added 20,000 men to the 
navy. Behind our permanent force we 
have a royal navy reserve of 25, 000 
men,- and 10,000 pensioners. It Is esti- 
mated that France, could, in two days, 
bring in 33,000 men from a reserve num- 
bering 120,0(10 men. all of whom have 
served three years in the navy, but are 
not called out after their period of ser- 
vice lias been completed. Men not regu- 
larly drilled must gradualy lose their 
cflleciency for the manning of the fleet 
in a period of rapid change in ships ami 
armaments. The French lists Include 
men who have not been to sea for twen- 
ty or thirty years. 

It. has been assert, d by outside 
critics, and notably by Sir Charles 
Dilkc, thai we are not increasing Hie 
men in proportion to the ships. Thai 
charge was met by Mr. Goschen in an 
exhaustive speech, delivered on March 
5th lash Arguing the ease on behalf of 
the Admiralty, "the lest," he said, "as 
to the sufficiency of the seamen is this: 
Can wo man our ships as fast as thev 
are ready'.-" ,On this point he gave a 
confident assurance to the House of 
Commons. The Admralty were well 
prepared for mannng every ship which 
would be sent to sea on the outbreak of 
a war. They did not aim al maintain- 
ing n perninnenl force sufficient to man 
•every ship in the navy. As they had a 
reserve Of men, so the older types form- 
ed a reserve of ship., r ., :rhich crews 
could he raised as the oxigonies of the 
situation required, The Admiralty, on 
their responsibility, have declined, and 
rightly declined, to raise more seamen 
than can be properly trained and advan- 
tageously employed. To go beyond wbal 
is necessary for the permanent force of 
the navy would be a waste of public re- 
sources.

SEA-POWER Oh' THE PACIFIC. 

In this connection let us turn to the 
navies on the seaboard of the Pacific, 
in which we in Australasia are specially 
Interested. 

Li Japan a building programme is 
under consideration which, if carried 
oat, will lift that country to a high place 
among the naval powers. It is proposed 
to complete by the year 1002 fifty-four 
ships of a total displacement of 40,890 
tons, and by 100(5 to construct a further 
00,895 tons, distributed in sixty-three 
vessels. In the first series are included 
one battleship of 14,000 tons, two first- 
class cruisers, three second-class cruis- 
ers, one torpedo gunboat, eight destroy- 
ers, five first-class, twenty second-class, 
and six third-class torpedo boats. In 
the second scries are included three bat- 
tleships, two first-class, two third-class 
cruisers, two torpedo gunboats, one tor- 
pedo depot ship, three destroyers, eigh- 
teen first, three second, and twentv-nilie 
third-class torpedo boats. Such is the 
programme. It is ambitious; possibly it 
may not be carried to completion. Pro- 
grammes are seldom completed. It is 
not probable that the naval aspirations 
of Japan will affect the balance of 
power in the far oast in a sense unfuvor- 
nble to British interests. 

China has not yet awakened from her 
defeat.

In sev- 
eral ships recently built in France large 
alterations have' beer, necessary.

20 first, second, 
and - third-class; France, 10 first-class, 
s second-class; Itussia, five first-class, 
4 second-class. Our total strength is 
2S ships, as against. LIT for France and 
Russia, the British ships being dis- 
tinctly superior in lighting efficiency. 
In reserve we have the first-class bat- 
tleships Renown and Victorious; -I 
second-class and S third-class, includ- 
ing Hercules, the Sultan, ami Beller- 
ophon; Triumph, -1 ships of the Auda- 
cious type. We have coast-defence 
ships. The French have in reserve '<> 
wooden second-class battleships. 

On foreign stations the British force 
In commission includes | battleship, 5 
armoured cruisers. I first-class, 10 sec- 
ond-class, and 1) third-class protected 
cruisers of modern type, 11 third-class 
cruisers of the older types, 25 sloop., 
and gunboats, the Monarch, the eonst- 
tlefeucc ships at Bombay and Melbourne, 
and the cruisers carrying reliefs to the 
several stations. Fi'nnee has on foreign 
stations the old armoured cruiser Bay- 
ard, 4 second-class cruisers. -I third- 
class, 7 sloops and gunboats. In the 
China seas the Russians have -1 power- 
ful armoured cruisers, 1 second-class 
cruiser, and 2 coast-def eilce ships. 

In this connection reference may ap- 
propriately be made to the recent re- 
view of the lleid at Spithead. It was 
not the least impressive of the incidents 
connected with the recent celebration of 
the diamond jubilee of our great and 
good Queen. No less than 105 vessels 
were brought together, manned bv 
more than 50,000 men. There were 
Still available 2.000 ratings in the 
Portsmouth reserve alone. The mar- 
ines and the coast guard had been only 
partially drawn upon; the reserve had 
been handy touched. 

The licet mustered nt Spithead in- 
eluded 15 first-class and second-class 
battleships; 11 first-class, 27 second- 
class, and 5 third-class cruisers; gun 
vessels, 20 gunboats. 30 torpedo-boat 
destroyers, 20 seagoing torpedo-boats, 8 
special-service vessels, and 18 training 
ships, including t> corvettes. -1 ironclads, 
ami S brigs. The displacement of the 
ships aggregated over half a million id' 
tons. The number of guns was over 
2.000, including more than 500 heavy 
quick-firers. The speed of the battle- 
ships averaged about seventeen and a 
half kinds, while that of the cruisers 
was about nineteen and a half knots. 
With some twelve exceptions all the ves- 
sels had been designed, laid down, 
launched, and completed in a period of 
eight years.

.MANNING THE NAVY. 

The London Daily Chronicle has re- 
cently published an important opinion 
with ' reference to the manning of the 
British navy from the pen of Captain 
Mulum. Thai abb' writer is of opinion 
that the longer service of British sea- 
men is of great advantage to our nuvy. 
'In France the seaman is discharged 
just as his raw period has passed. Not 
so iu England, where the service, having 
been nl the trouble and expense of 
training him, retains for a lengthened 
period the services of the perfectly 
drilled man. The British navy has an- 
other advantage in the compnritively 
early promotion of its officers. "In 
France Ihe average age of becoming a 
captain in the navy is fifty years. With 
us, unless nn officer obtains promotion 
to the rank of captain before he is 
forty be never becomes an admiral." 

"Yet another advantage Ihe British 
navy possesses, as against a combina- 
tion of any two powerg', One wdiole is 
better than two parts, and sometimes 
very much better. One nation, with 
one training, one cause, one purpose, 
and a common language, should cer- 
tainly be superior to any combination. 
History is not favorable to coalitions*' 

It has been the special object of tho 
present, paper to review the naval 
strength of the British Empire. In a 
general comparison we should not fail 
to take aide that as a military power 
we have many legions al our disposal. 
The approximate strength of the Brit- 
ish armies exceeds 000,000 men. Iu the 
regular army we have 220,00 men; in 
the army reserve, 80,000; in the militia 
—which, with little additional expendi- 
ture, could be made a most efficient 
force— 10S, 000; in tho yeomanry and 
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packed in 17 'I !b. and 10 lb. tin caddies, which 
can be had from a!) dealers in British Columbia. 
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volunteers. 2:12,000 men. The Austra- 
lian and Canadian itingents have 

each n strength of KO.OOO. All these arc 
of our own race. In addition, we linvc 
the native forces iii India and other 
parts of the lOnipirc. We have recent- 
ly, for the lirst time in pence, effectively 
organized the transport and supply ser- 
vices, Two corps of 70,000 men are 
remly to take the Held. We alone of all 
nations could place our armies at short 
notice iu any part of the globe. This 
power of transport may he sol in the 
scale against the superior numbers of 
foreign powers. 

THIS SINEWS OF WAK. 

Il has been said that money is the 
sinews of war. Our financial position 
h.is described in glowing terms by Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, in moving the 
budget for 1307-OS. lie showed thill ill 
the sixty years of the present reign the 
public revenue of the United Kingdom 
had increased from £52,000,000 to £112,- 
ooo.ooo a year: the imports from £(17.- 
(00.000 to £-142,000,000 n year; the de- 
posits in the savings banks from flO.- 
ooo. tioo to £ir>,"j.000,000. In no quarter 
of the House of Commons was a speaker 
found to contest the soundness of the 
British position, or to express a doubt 
lis to the general prosperity and steady 
improvement in the condition of the pen- 
pie. 

While regret ling the necessity fur the 
rapid growth of expenditure on warlike 
preparations, it is difficult to liail any 
indications that the Mother Country is 
sinking under her burdens. Never li; i s 
the pudlic revenue been more; elastic 
never has the traffic on the great rail- 
ways of the Cubed Kingdom been su 
active; never have the numbers of the 
unemployed in the skilled trades been 
mi few as to-day. The increased appro- 
priations for Ihe navy have been pro- 
\ hied in great part by a succession llllty. 
That impost has fallen heavily on land- 
owners. It has compelled reductions of 

expenditure which have I II chiefly fell 

in rural places, where fine old nitiiisions 
have been closed and troops of retainers 
have been dispersed. But the money 
raised has gone at once into circulation 
elsewhere, in payments for materials 
and for the wages of the workers em- 
ployed iu shipbuilding. It is not clear 
that the country at largo has suffered 

by this reilisiniiuiii.il of ley. It i-; 

by no means certain Ilia! trade would 
have been more prosperous if the vasl 
sums hiteiy spent on the navy had been 
invested in reproductive enterprises. 
Certain il is that the increase of pro- 
do. lion would have reduced prices, anil 
I fiat manufacturing enterprise is, anil 
las lone been, far from remunerative. 
All will agree thai we have not suffered

We need not look 
for alliances to foreign powers; our al- 
liances are, as was well said by a leader- 
writer in Ihe Australasian, of Nature's 
own making.

ll has been the purpoje of this 
paper lo show the great height h> 
which the naval power of the British 
Empire has been raised in 1S0T. The 
work has been undertaken ami curried 
forward with equal zeal by Liberal and 
I 'onservalive administrations. To use 
ihe words of Lord Dufferin in biding 
farewell lo the British embassy in I'uris, 
it has become a national convict ion. 
deeply rooted, that in spite of Christiani- 
ty and civilization, no nation's indepen- 
dence or possessions are safe for u loo- 
raeul unless she can guard theia with 
her own right baud. Under this con- 
viction we have greatly strengthened 
Ihe navy.

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THE BLUB BELL MINE. 

History Dates Buck to lSi!5— Hudson 
Bay Bullet Makers and Owners 
Since— The Sproule Tragedy. 

[Written for B. C. News by Itandall H. 
Kemp.] 

Doubtless but a small percentage of 
the people now residing on or near Koot- 
euay lake know the real history of the 
Blue Bell mine, located on the oust shore 
of the lake twelve miles south of Kn«lo.

facts. 

David Douglas, a Scotch botanist, who 
explored the shores and slopes of Koot- 
ouny lake in the year 1S25, nearly three 
Quarters of a century ago, securing speci- 
mens of Horn and fauna, is the lirst white 
man on record who ever noticed the Im- 
mense out-crop of this great vein. "As 
far as (lata can be obtained, this is the 
oldest discovered mine in the Pacific 
Northwest. Mr. Douglas wns not a 
prospector, however, and simply alluded 
to the discovery in his notes on the 
country. 

Later the Hudson's Bay attachees, 
who roamed over this section in quest of 
furs, made bullets for their Mint-lock 
muskets from the surface ores of the 
ledge. A couple of years since, several 
drills were found which these old time 
residents had used in their primitive 
method of mining. After the Hudson's 
Bay trappers had so exhausted their re- 
sources by killing and trapping such 
iiuniitities of Cur-bearing animals that 
there was no further profit in the busi- 
ness in these wilds, they left the country: 
but the Blue Bell mine, with its exposed 
mid hidden wealth, like the everlasting 
mountains which surround it, remained 
to make more history and eventually to 
give up its treasures for the use of man. 
From the time of the Hudson's Bay ex- 
odus, up until about ii quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, there is no record of the initi 
Possibly no human eye except that , of 
a passing siwash, in his bark canoe, gnz 
ed on the large bodies of glistening gal 
ena or brown oxides exposed. 

However, between 25 and 30 years 
ago, the late .Senator George Hearst of 
California, whose son is now the head of 
the Sua Francisco Examiner and the 
New oVrk Journal, was one of the prom- 
inent mining men of California. He hail 
pic spec tors out exploring for mineral in 
many out of the way places. One of his 
nomadic searchers wandered to Kout- 
enay lake, and like David Douglas, a 
holf century before, he came upon the 
outcrop of the Blue liell lode. So iui- 
piesscd was this prospector with the im- 
mensity of Ins had that he sent back to 
Mr. Hearst such a glowing account of it 
•Unit Mr. Hearst resolved to pay the 
claim a visit, of inspection. In that early 
day Mr. Hearst travelled from San Friui- 
eiiiCO to Walla Walla, Wash., mostly by 
water, thence overland via Fort Colville 
to the Little Dalles on the Columbia; 
rrom this point to (ho mouth of the 
Booteiiay up the swift waters of the 
'Columbia by row boat; from the Colum- 
bia to a point about where Nelson now 
stands, ibis lust twenty-eight miles 
■wns made on foot. A row boat was built 
near the lower end of the outlet, or west 
arm of Kootenay lake, and the journey 
Jo the mine made by that slow and la- 
borious method. Like his prospector, 
Air. Jiearst was much impressed with the 
immensity of the surface showing hut 
being a man with very practical ideas, 
he first desired to thoroughly test the 
vr lue of the ores. 

The ruins of a crude furnace, of the 
Scotch hearth pattern, which Senator 
Hearst built with his own hands can 
be seen to this day near the mine. In 
tins small furnace the senator smelted 
a quautity of the ore to bullion which 
avis tested for its value, as he had 
brought a small assay outfit with him 

At that time the improbability of a 
transcontinental railway this far north 
.•iiul the remoteness of any possibility of 
transportation being at hand for a cen- 
Jury or more, combined with the low- 
Jicss of the grade of the bullion, caused 
Mr. Hearst to abandon all hopes of 
ever working the property to a profit 
Consequently be returned to the Golden 
Mate and the Blue Bell was again reh- 
eated to obscurity. 

Following Senator Hearst, about the 
?" ea T 1S ^ 0, cnme ""' Ainsworths of Port- 
land, Oregon. These gentlemen had 
designs on the Blue Bell as well as on 
a large slice of this portion of Her Maj- 
esty s domain. In compensation for 
building a proposed railway connecting 
the Columbia rirer with navigable water 
on Kootenay lake, they, among other 
considerations, were to have a block of 
land six miles square embracing the 
Uot Springs at what is now the town of 
Auisworth. They acquired the Kootenay 
CJliof, the southern extension of the Blue 
Bell, a property which they own to this 
day. Iheir railway scheme finally fell 
through, but they retained the towu- 
eite which bears their name. It is 
claimed that the Ainsworths had so 
strong a desire to own the Blue Bell 
Hint it led up to the tragedy which 
caused the first blood spilling 'on Lake 
Kootenay. 

At the time the Ainsworths were oper- 
ating here, Uobert 10. Sproule was in 
possession of the Blue Bell, it being he 
. who located it and gave it the name it 
bears to-day. .Mr. Sproule had held the 
Claim for several years but at that time 
the lode claims were held by the same 
laws as the placers are to-day, i.e., the 
owners must be on them every 72 hours 
except during the closed season. During 
an enforced absence, when Mr. Sproule 
returned he found that Thomas Huni- 
inil was in possession, presumably for 
the Ainsworths, as Hammil was ail em- 
ployee of theirs. One day in the spring 
of 1885 Thos. Hammil was found in a 
dying condition on one of the dumps id' 
the claim. A bullet had entered his 
body under the left arm and came out 
above (lie right hip. So near death was 
lie \vh«n found that fie could not give 
mi account of bow it occurred. For this 
shooting Mr. Sproule was arrested and 
afterwards fried at Victoria. The ease 
nt (he time became an international af- 
fair as Mr. Sproule was a United Slates 
citizen, yet nil attempts to save him were 
of no avail, as lie was convicted on cir- 
cumstantial evidence lllone, and be was 
hanged at Victoria in the summer of 
1880. 

Previous to the death of Hammil, Dr. 
W. .\. llendryx, in tile interests of a 
Connecticut company had begun to ne- 
gotiate for the Blue Bell and finally com- 
pleted the purchase. To reach the mine 
from Bonner's Ferry, Dr. llendryx 
placed the lirst steam boats on these 
waters. First, the Blue Bell, which was 
soon moved to Lake Pond d'Oreille, in 
Idaho, and afterwards burned at Hope; 
then the Surprise, a tug now owned by 
the Davlos-Saywnrd Sawmill Co., of Pi- 
lot Buy, and lastly the Galena, whose 
worn-out hulk now lies beached and 
abandoned at the entrance to Kaslo boy.

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NATION PAYER PROSPECTING. 

A Baltimore Organization Sends Out An- 
other Large Party to Operate There. 

(From the Aslicroft Mining Journal.) 

The British-American Gold Mining and 
Trading Company, of Baltimore, Mil., 
whose representative, -Major If. W. Moore, 
lias been In Aslicroft for some months, has 
sent onL another party of ten men, Dr. C. 
Ji. Woodlov, Jno. L. tlnrtBfleld, S. w. Mar- 
shall, b\ L. Marshall, II. C. Topp, A. v. 
Shell, (i. C. Peck, James Plnskett and II. 
W. li'lournoy, Jr., who will leave tn a few 
days for the 1'cacc river country, where 
they will operate properties already secur- 
ed by the llrltlsh- American company on 
Nation river, consisting of -ISO acres of 
good placer ground. The company's men 
will also prospect the whole Peace river 
country thoroughly and systematically the 
coming season, and will undoubtedly be 
able to record some valuable finds, as there 
Is no doubt but that: the gold Is there, only 
to be found, by earnest searching prospec- 
tors. These' are able-bodied men and are 
perfectly capable of standing the hardships 
to be endured In the prospector's life. In 
the party are civil engineers, mineralogists 
and mining engineers, who will be n valu- 
able addition to such a purty of iBeu in the 
northern gold Holds. 

The parly will take their goods as far as 
Quesncllc by freight teams and at Qtics- 
uclle .Major Moore has had built under con- 
tract several large' boats to transport ids 
men and goods up. the river. The journey 
from Quesnelle may be made entirely by 
water, ascending the Eraser river 110 miles 
to (jlscomb portage, 27 miles above Fort 
George. A portage of six or seven miles Is 
here necessary to Summit lake, whence a 
series of little lakes connected by a stream, 
sometimes rapid, sometimes still, leads to 
McLeod's lake, which Is 17 miles long, with 
an average width of two miles, discharges 
at Fort Mrl.ood into Pack river, which In 
turn empties Into the Parsnip, 17 miles lie- 
low. 

Nation river Is one of the tributaries of 
the Parsnip, and on this stream the British 
American company has secured 480 acres 
near the Junction of the Parsnip. They 
have Jllso secured some good ground on the 
Parsnip river. There lias been very little 
prospecting done on the Nation, but for the 
past few years several good prospectors 
have spent some time la this section and 
all report it good ground ami the samples 
of gold exhibited would go to show that 
they would he amply repaid for their 
trouble. At the head of Peace river, the 
country Is niftged and mountainous, the 
general level diminishing with the ascent 
of Parsnip river. Fine gold has been found 
in numerous places on the Parsnip and 
Pence rivers, frequently in paying quanti- 
ties. The tributaries cannot be said to 
have been properly prospected, and little or 
no work has been done In tills section 
lately. 

Coid wns first found !n this neighborhood 
in 1801 on the Parsnip, about in miles from 
the mouth, and wns successfully found on 
Toy's bar, on Fliidlny river, below Qmlnecit, 
on Vital creek, silver creek, Germnnscn, 
Slate, Manson ami Lost creeks, and on 
Tom's creek ill PvSP. The gold In the Oml- 
neca region has been obtained principally 
from the gravels overlaying the older rock's 
In the beds of the present streams. The 
gravels ns n rule have little depth, and the 
productive portions of the different streams 

seldom exi d three miles In length. The 

auriferous gravels underlying the boulder 
clay on (ieriiiniiHon, Miuifion and other 
creeks in the district, have a wdde distribu- 
tion nail promise favornble results If work- 
ed on n sufficiently large scale. Water can 
lie obtained almost anywhere from hikes 
and streams within n reasonable distance, 
and the only drawback- to successful hv- 
drniillcing Is the great, expense in getting 
in material and supplies. 

The company have purchased most of 
their outfit at Aslicroft and are laying In a 
good supply of nil neccssnry articles, the 
managers of the party seeing that they are 
amply provided. The men go In on a' lav. 
in return for the payment of $oOO by ouch 
member of the party, the mining company 
a green to transport the expedition to the 
properties on Nation river and maintain li 
for one year, each miner to pay the com- 
pany the proceeds of his labor.
